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Young, gay 
& homeless 
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Recent violence in Boystown highlights struggles of transient community

Feet aching in worn-out gym shoes, Robert 
Dibbles walks the streets of East Lakeview, 
always on an uncertain path. 

Dibbles, 24, sought refuge in Boystown six 
years ago, soon after announcing to family 
and friends in Olympia Fields that he is gay 
He said he has slept on the train and in the 
park, broken into boarded-up buildings in 
search of shelter and bartered sex for a bed. 
When he is unable to find a place to sleep. 
Dibbles said he walks through the night. 

“When you are homeless, you do what you 
have to do to survive,” said the lanky young 
man, eyes fixed behind wire-rimmed glasses 
on the foot traffic moving along Halsted 
Street. 

“I am not alone,” he said, gesturing toward 
the group gathering near the corner. “The 
homeless youth here, they are my family” 
Experts say Dibbles is among a growing 
number of LGBT young people struggling 
with homelessness. In Chicago, many come 
to Boystown from the South and West sides 
seeking a haven. 


THE NUMBERS CHALLENGE 

Getting a census of the LGBT homeless 
youths, especially those who are not sleep- 
ing in shelters or accessing other servic- 
es, can be difficult. As a result, there is no 
consensus about the pervasiveness of the 
problem. 

While they account for 5 to 10 percent of 
the youth population, gay and transgender 
youths are estimated to make up 20 to 
40 percent of the young people experienc- 
ing homelessness nationally, according to 
a 2010 report by the Center for American 
Progress. 

In Chicago, 11,471 young people ages 
14-21 experienced homelessness last year, 
according to the Chicago Coalition for the 
Homeless. 



The issue of LGBT homeless youths, here 
and in other cities, has captured the attention 
of policymakers. Federal officials will come to 
Chicago this summer to train service provid- 
ers on how to reach this population. 

In Boystown, the young people also have 
the attention of residents and police, espe- 


cially since a recent fight between groups of 
youths passing along Halsted, where a 25-year- 
old man suffered stab wounds. 

The incident, captured on video and broad- 
cast widely, spotlighted the bubbling anxieties 
in Boystown about the influx of young people 
of color. It also put homeless LGBT youths, 
many of whom seek assistance at the Center 
on Halsted, on the defensive. 

There is no indication the victim or the 
man charged in his attack are homeless. Still, 
many residents are calling on police to crack 
down on the transient young people who walk 
the streets at night. 

Hundreds of people attended a recent 
Community Alternative Policing Strategy 
meeting in Lakeview, where some speakers 
complained they were fearful of the loitering 
youths. 

“They come to this neighborhood because 
they feel safe and because they have found 
service providers who are willing to help 
them; now they find themselves caught in the 
middle of an intense debate,” said Barbara 
Bolsen, vice president of programs for The 


Night Ministry a Chicago nonprofit that has 
worked with LGBT youths in Lakeview for 
decades. 

The police try to walk a line of building 
trust with the LGBT homeless youths while 
trying to maintain order. Town Hall District 
Cmdr. Kathleen Boehmer suggested. 

“The youth generally have a lot of energy 
and we have been able to provide positive 
activities for them to direct those energies,” 
Boehmer said in an email. “Many have worked 
side by side with police officers on communi- 
ty projects such as the Children’s Christmas 
Party and National Night Out. 

‘Although we try to direct street-based 
youth to services that can help them, some 
of the youth break into buildings for shelter 
or steal food to eat. They understand that 
we have a job to do, and sometimes they get 
caught and arrested. ... 

“We also stress that people who commit 
violent crimes in the neighborhoods have 
crossed another line where it’s no longer 
about survival. The legal consequences are 
larger.”

REACHING OUT TO YOUTHS IS ONE STEP 
IN ACTIVISTS’ PUSH TO REVIVE ENGLEWOOD

For once, the news wasn’t grim. It wasn’t an- 
other story about too many crimes and fore- 
closures and too few jobs and fresh food op- 
tions. 

No, there was good news out of Englewood 
this year. Derrick Rose, perhaps the neigh- 
borhood’s most valuable native, was named 
the NBA’s most valuable player— the young- 
est in league history 

But while Englewood activists told Re- 
dEye they were glad for a positive spot- 
light, they’re not ready to celebrate just yet. 
Though Rose was able to carry his team to 
the Eastern Conference finals, he won’t be 
able to carry Englewood on his own, com- 
munity leaders say. 

There’s much work to be done in the com- 
munity area, which runs roughly from Gar- 
field Boulevard to 75th Street on the south 
and Western Avenue to State Street on the 
east. Englewood lost nearly 25 percent of its 
population from 2000-10, the third-largest 
decline of any of Chicago’s 77 community 
areas, according to recently released Census 
numbers. 

Plus, the area has some of the city’s high- 
est crime numbers. Sixty-three homicides — 
mostly black men in their late teens or early 
20s shot to death in the street or on the 
sidewalk— were recorded there from January 
2008 through last month, according to a Red- 
Eye analysis of police data. 

Englewood activists blame the commu- 
nity’s problems on the lack of jobs and posi- 
tive role models. They realize it’s going to take 
more than just one role model to energize the 
community, but they hope to build upon his 
star. 

Take Jean Carter-Hill, for example, a com- 
munity activist who runs Imagine Englewood 
If, an organization that tries to empower 
youths through mentoring and nutrition 
classes. 

Because sports are so popular in her neigh- 
borhood, Carter-Hill is pushing for it to get 
a community center— a safe place for kids to 
hang out after school. 


In the meantime, Powerade has pledged 
to donate at least $15,000 to the Chicago 
Park District to restore the basketball 
courts at Murray Park, where Rose played 
as a kid. 

Park District spokeswoman Marta Juaniza 
said the district and Powerade are in talks for 
further capital improvements. 

For Mark Harris, a lifelong Englewood resi- 
dent, a park refurbishment is not enough. 

“You’re giving people a basketball but 
you’re not giving them a book,” said Harris, 
39. ‘A park is not going to change the condi- 
tion of black people.” 

Harris said he is trying to change the state 


of his neighborhood through unconventional 
means: a film festival. 

The first Englewood Film Festival is set 
for Oct. 21-22, said Harris, a documentary 
filmmaker who recently wrote, directed and 
produced “Black Butterfly” about an Olympic 
swimming hopeful. 

In addition to screening films, the festival 
will include etiquette classes on how to dress, 
how to hold utensils and how to speak in 
public— skills Harris believes wiU empower 
Englewood youths to succeed. 

Harris said he expects 300-500 people to 
attend the festival, which he created because 
he saw a disconnect between other film festi- 


vals and the inner-city community 

Harris said he’s seen his community 
change for the worse during the past few de- 
cades. 

“When I was coming up, it was more family 
driven,” Harris said. “People in the communi- 
ty, we stuck by one another. Today it’s not like 
that. Everyone’s out for themselves.” 

It’s no secret that Englewood has fallen on 
hard times. The community area had 1,091 in- 
cidents of violent crime in the past 12 months, 
according to data posted on chicagopolice. 
org. Englewood had the fourth-most inci- 
dents of violent crime, behind Austin, South 
Shore and West Englewood, respectively the

data shows. 

Last year, paperwork for 323 foreclo- 
sures were filed and 335 foreclosures were 
completed in Englewood, according to the 
Chicago Rehab Network, a coalition of 
neighborhood and community based devel- 
opment organizations. 

And, like other areas of Chicago, Engle- 
wood suffered from “black flight,” where 
middle-class black residents left the com- 
munity for the suburbs. Englewood lost 
about 24 percent of its black population 
from 2000-10, according to Census num- 
bers. 

Terrance Hoffman, 41, grew up in Engle- 


wood and moved to Atlanta as a teenager- 
hut he returned in 2003. 

“I wanted to give a positive role model 
for people. In that neighborhood it’s either 
you make it or you leave,” said Hoffman, 
who works in marketing for a grocery chain. 
“I wanted to come back ... show people I 
punch a clock. Let them see another type of 
side, a positive side.” 

Hoffman said his neighborhood is in des- 
perate need of positive role models. 

“It’s been needing a boost for a long time,” 
Hoffman said. “I believe that Englewood 
can be the new Brooklyn. I believe it can be

No deaths reported, but officials wary as heat indexes expected to hit triple digits all week

Hundreds of music fans lined up along Ashland

is expected to last through the week. The heat index 
hit 103 on the lakefront Sunday and similar flgures 
are expected until at least Friday according to the 
National Weather Service. Forecasters called for 
high temperatures in the upper 90s for most of the 
week, intensifled by soupy humidity 

The city is in the middle of the prime time for 
dangerous heat and humidity 

About 37 percent of the nearly 2,000 days in which 


temperatures reached 90 degrees in Chicago from 
1928 through last year were in July more than any 
other month, according to data gathered at Midway 
Airport and analyzed by WGN-TV meteorologists. 

Twelve percent of those days fell between July 15 
and 23, WGN-TV meteorologist Tom Skilling said. 

While the Chicago area is accustomed to hot mid- 
summer stretches, the most notorious heat wave re- 
mains the deadly July 1995 stretch that killed more 
than 700 area residents. 

Forecasters said temperatures this week are un- 
likely to match those conditions— and no deaths 
were reported in the current heat wave as of Sunday

M-Rahm moves cops off desk duty

Mayor Emanuel announced plans to assign 92 more 
police officers— including several dozen from ad- 
ministrative jobs in City Hall and police headquar- 
ters — to beat patrols as part of his effort to boost the 
number of cops in neighborhoods hit hard by crime. 

More than half of the officers are new graduates 
of the Chicago Police Academy while 39 were pulled 
from desk jobs throughout the department. 

The latest plan raised the number of police offi- 
cers reassigned to the districts to nearly 750 in the 
past three months, said Emanuel, who pledged to 
add 1,000 officers to the beat patrols during his cam- 
paign for mayor. 

“We have gone through line by line ... to get to a 
total of 750 officers who are now out in our com- 
munities and our neighborhoods and our blocks 
throughout our city,” Emanuel announced at Palmer 
Park in Roseland, a neighborhood routinely among 
the hardest hit by violent crime. 

Critics noted that the move simply shuffled ex- 
isting resources to different positions, and did not 
actually add any officers to the ranks. But Emanuel 
defended the plan as part of his desire to beef up the 
number of officers who are deployed on a daily basis 
within Chicago’s communities.

The Orlando woman’s release came 12 days after a 
jury acquitted her on murder and child neglect charg- 
es. That verdict brought an abrupt end to a six-week 
trial that drew intense media hype for its elements 
of family drama and mystery over what happened to

Can you believe it? Final World Cup miracle belongs to Japan 


MCT 

FRANKFURT, Germany This time, there was 
no miraculous, late game-winning goal. 
There was no sports bra-bearing celebra- 
tion. No third World Cup title for the U.S. 

Japan toppled the heavily favored U.S. 
3-1 in a penalty shootout Sunday to be 
crowned women’s world champions for 
the first time in the country’s history 

For a while, it looked as if the U.S. would 
win its first World Cup since 1999. A sec- 
ond-half goal from substitute Alex Morgan 
gave the Olympic champs what appeared 
to be a victory in regulation time in Frank- 
furt, but a late goal from Aya Minama sent 
the match into extra time. 

Abby Wambach put the U.S. ahead once 
again in the 104th minute, but Homare 
Sawa saved Japan with three minutes of ex- 


tra time remaining. 

There still was time for Azusa Iwashi- 
mizu to be sent off for a foul before the 
game went into a penalty shootout, where 
Japan goalkeeper Ayumi Kaihori saved 
two penalties and Saki Kumagai netted 
the all-important spot-kick to give Japan 
the win. 

“It’s not possible to explain, sometimes 
they go in, sometimes not,” a disappointed 
U.S. coach Pia Sundhage said after seeing 
her team miss three of its penalty kicks. 
“We should have used the chances we had.” 

It was the first time in 26 matches Japan 
beat the US., which won the World Cup in 
1991 and 1999. 

The Americans, cheered on in Frank- 
furt by many U.S. military personnel sta- 
tioned in Germany also had backing from 


President Obama, who tweeted during 
the game, and Secretary of State Hillary 
Clinton, who had vowed to watch Sunday’s 
final. 

“It’s a bitter defeat,” U.S. defender Alex 
Krieger said. “We played well. It’s very dis- 
appointing. Japan played well too. It was a 
great match but we didn’t do it. We didn’t 
take advantage of chances and we also 
made some defensive mistakes.” 

Krieger told Germany’s ARD TV she 
had no explanation for a defensive blunder 
that gave Japan its first tying goal. 

“Unfortunately we gave them a gift with 
that goal,” she said. “I didn’t see what hap- 
pened. But I still think we played weU. 
We’re happy that we won the silver medal. 
It’s disappointing but I think we played 

well.” REUTERS CONTRIBUTED
